‘Last Monday Mr. ‘JW. Jones delivered a 

- lecture, under the auspices of the Hongkong 
Odd Volumes Socicty, in the’ Gity Hall,.on 
“The Grip on Coloninl Empire.” ett 
The Hon, W. Meigh Goodinan, who occupied 
«the chair, said this was not the first time they 
had had the pleasure of listening to a lecture 
from Mr. Jones, He delivered a very interest: 
ing lecture on a previous occasion on “ Hinged 
Federation,” and‘he was sure he bad taken a 
great deal of interest in the subject of the 
colonies of Gréat Britain. He could remem- 
“ber himself some years ago a. gentleman speak- 


ing about our colonics and asking what was |, 


the good ‘of them, for as soon as they got 
owerfil they would separate frorg Englend, 
and that it only required us to kcep up a very 
large navy to protect our commerce, and this 
gentleman scemed to think colonies were of 
very little use, ‘There was a school which held 
‘opinions of that kind some years ago, bute 
should think that school was mpidly becoming 
as extinct ds the dodo, If anyone asked what 
was the good of thecolonies he thought he might 
be told that the first: advantage was that they 
raised England froi-the ‘position of a small:

.power, Then the’ fact shat we; had to have 
a large fleet to protect qur commerce showed 
that the.commerce existed, and that it was our 
magnificent colonial. commerce: of which we 
“were, so proud which gave occasion for that 
protection and: :rendered «it necessary.

AWo invariably find that Enipire which has 
heen built up by the military genius of one 
man soon falls-into decay; for the simple reason 
that there is no ‘one of the same commanding 
fenius to sticceed the conqueror and administer | 
the territories that have came under his sway; 
Conquest is one thing; administration is an- 
other. Conquest tay be ‘comparatively cisy; 
one pitched battle anda country is acquired ; 
while ‘good administration demands constant 
care and watchfulness and’a succession of able 
mnens-extending through generations, The 
Empire of Alexander the Great fell to pieces 
shortly After his death, and Napoleon saw his 
own Empire cranible to picces even in his own 
day. Mahomed raised Empire by the power 
of the sword, but it exists even to our own day, 
not so much by the wise administration that 
characterizes -it as by the. religious fervour 
which anthrates the followers of the prophet. 

3 CHANGE OF CONSTITUTION, 

In the growth of Empire the constitution of 
the dominant state often undergoes a change. 
Republican Rome turned readily to the rile of 
the Giesars, Political representation was un 
known in that da moreover monarchy has a 
way of rewarding, dherenis that.a Repyblic’ 
has not, ‘Kings ofa subject territery will more 
readily obcy a dominant monarch than they 
willa Republic, for much of the pomp of the 
‘sovereizn lord is reflected upon them — Politi- 
cians jn a Republican State often among then 
“selves, quarrel and ‘strive for. the, supreme 
power, neglecting the in'erests of the subordin- 
ate territories} and even among those Srates 
that have the highest form of the Republican 
Government in the life of such a nation it'may 
occur at times that although Republican in 
form the Government is almost despotic in 
practice. During tre: American Civil War of 
-1863, Abraham Lincein was clected to the 
supreme magistmey of the Federal slates with 
almost’ unlimited powers, He, called forth 
4roops in such numbers forthe prosecution of 
rthe war that Napoleon even tn his greatest 
distress in.the campaign of 1813 never dreamt 
of; and Gambetta, in the life struggle of the 
newly created French Republic, of 1870, after 
the defeat at Sedan, was virtually dictator of 
that nation’s existence and called. all men to 
arms and made generals at his will, ‘ : 

ORIENTAL AND RUROVEAN GOVERN ME 

But let us turn to the, congideration of 
pean and Oriental forms of government over 
dependencies. In Oriental Empire distant and 
-even near provinces are poyerned by deputies, 
who, within their own provinces, ae absoltite. 
They possess the full powers of a sovercipn ; 
they levy taxes, raise troops, decide questions 
of life and death and administer the law, In 
‘fact they carry on tre whole routine of govern. 
ment on’ their own initiative with this one 
exception, that-all' surplus taxes are remitted to 
the inimediate ford. , ft 1s clear, therefore, that 
as one man cannot administer a whole province ; 
he intst depute his autlority to. subordinate 
deputics, who, within their awn districts, have | 
equal powers to the depuly himself, Such a 
system of yoverninent is extremely incomplete 
and responsible for much oppression. Again, 
at frequently happens that remote provinces 
held by such slender ties to the central yovern- 
ment may revolt and may even become separate 
independent states. With European dependen- 
cies the ease is different. Separate officers are 
Hpplnits to discharge particular duties, and 
although subservient to the Governor of the, 
province are still more subservient to the Cen- 
tral Authority. :

, WENICE. ‘ 

During the middle ages Venice, an aristocra- 
tic and mercantile, republic was the mest pro- 
gres state in Europe. She founded calanies 
along the shores of the Adriat din ‘the 
Empire of Greece, She colonized Candia in 
wai, but she ever had a difficulty of keeping 


‘her colonists in subjection owing to the distance 


that theycdwelt from the parent state. In 
1361 her colonists in Candia rebelled and tried 
to throw off her yoke, because they objected 
to taxation without representation in the Great 
Council of Venice. In this effort, however, 
they failed. The discovery of the New World 
and the Cape route to India opened up_casier 
and better trade routes and sonvees and Venice 
as a mercantile state gradually perished.

Buc it is to America that we turn with much 
attention, inasmiutch as Spain hell vast do- 
minions. there, even to the beginning of this 
eéntu She governinent of Spanish-America 
was striclly dependent upon the Spanish Mo- 
narchy. All offictinl were Spanish horn, Her 
viceroys lived in great pomp, splendour and 
power, They possessed almost regal authority 
and were alane subject ta the Royal Council af: 
the Indies; founded in 1518, which supervised all 
the Colonies and with ths yiceroys enacted, 
laws. The’ authority of the Royal Council j 
extended to all departinents, legislative and 
executive, and with it Jay the final selection of 
officers nominated by the viceroys. 

The Royal Council was the result of necessity 
—a supervision on distantand almost absolute 
governors—and doubtless was (he procurser of 
our Colonial office. : 

SPANISIL POLICY, . 

Spain created colonies for her awn aggran- 
disement, The welfare of the colonists them- 
selves. was.a secondary consid on to the 
mother country, ‘They were her pluntations. 
‘Her policy was to sell dear and to buy cheap, 
She obtaingd a royalty on all. the gold and 
silver produced: in her Colonies and raised 
monopolies $0.2. fine art ; monopolies of indivi- 
dualg;.monoplies of ports, monopolies on point 
of time. ‘She reserved the trade of her colonies 
to herself and thus choked progress. Other 

Zuropean countries in: the treatment of their 
colonial trade followed in her footstps, Eng- 
land and France, however,'only in .a lesser 
degree. Spain was the exponent of commerce in 
the 16th century and looking: at her wealth and 


power others followed in her methods, By the 


decimation of native labour in’ her colonic: 
Spris was unable to develop the vast resources 
of her colonial Empire. ‘The numerous creoles 
throughout her dominions found their means 
of acquiring wealth curtailed. ‘Phe power of 
the church was dominant. 
i n where succeeded by revolutions 
and wars in the colonies. Enfeebled Spain 
was no longer able to dictate her policy to her. 
colonies. They fought and conquered, aad 
South America became a’ conglomeration of 
Spanish Republics and the power of Spain was 
gone, ‘The inability to develop the vast ter 
territorics that came into the possession of 
Spain was ‘the main cause of her downfall. 
Develope or stagnate is the signiticant teaching 
in Colonial Empite, Retard dévelopment 
even in the stightest degree and the more 
enterprising colonists when they fee! them- 
selves in a position ta.do co, will throw off the: 
yoke of the mother country and develop their: 
Possessions under their own laws,”
